The above boxes are fitted with four cork feet, which will to a great extent prevent them from 
sliding on bench while in use. The stone rests on a piece of felt in bottom of box, which, 
absorbing a quantity of oil, keeps the stone moist, and when top gets dry reverse the stone.
